As the twelve corporation commis­ 
sion orders involved some of the most 
important rate orders in the state, 
nearly aH kinds of railroad trans-

These two railroads are also the 
main parties at action in the feder­ 
al courts now to defeat collection 
of part of their 1908 taxes. 
Lave Not Surprised.
